Ir is the poor we think of. Those who are well off 
can deal at well-known and old-established shops. 
The dealer will fear to sell to them goods dangerously 
adulterated. But go to the villages in the outskirts 
of the city, or to little country towns, and if you have 
a heart, you must be indignant at the wholesale man- 
ner in which the poor are plundered. Owing to their 
buying but small quantities at a time, and generally 
on credit, they really pay twice the value of the best 
Can we wonder that the strong 
man breaks down, the feeble man becomes more feeble 
still, and the children wax pale and sickly, when 
the food which should give nourishment conveys into 
the frame an admixture of slow poison! 
The Bill now at its third reading, will provide a 
remedy for all this. A sworn chemical examiner is to 
be appointed in every town. Ifa purchaser has rea- 
son to suspect what he bought to be adulterated he 
brings it to the chemist for examination.

ROLLS COURT. 

Walsh v. Nixon.—This was an appeal from the order 
of the Master disallowing the respondent’s claim to 
hold promissory notes, securing the sum of £1,450 
on the allegation that they were an absolute 
gift to him by the late Mrs. Anne Blackwell, 
and were given prior to the date of her will in 
the year 1836. It appeared that the deceased 
had made a will bequeathing a number of legacies, 
and appointing the respondent residuary legatee. 
It turned out, however, that the assets left by the de- 
ceased were not sufficient to pay off the legatees. The 
respondent refused to hand over the notes for the benefit 
of the legatees on the ground stated above. The peti- 
tioner alleged that the deceased never had given up her 
claims upon the bills, and that she had expressed a hope 
that the respondent would set the part of an honest 
man. For the respondent it was alleged that the de- 
ceased, who had lived in his house, had given him the 
promissory notes, at the same time stating that he 
might as well havethem before as after her death. The 
fact that the deceased had given him power to dispose of 
her property, and had appointed him residuary legatee, 
was relied on as proving the confidence she had reposed 
in him. a 

Mr. J. E. Walshe, Q.C., and Mr. Fraser argued the 
case for the petitioner; and Messrs. Lawson, Q.C., and 
M‘Blane for the respondent. 

The Master of the Rolls directed the respondent to 
lodge in court the amount of the legacies, and said that 
as the affidavits were conflicting he would not decide 
the case without either a viva voce examination or an 
issue. The latter, he thought, would be more advisable, 
and if the petitioner obtained a verdict he would be en- 
titled to the money lodged under this order. 

An order was then made for the lodgement of the 
money, ani an issue was directed to try the question 
in dispute. :

Counsel said that the 
plaintiff had offered to allow the money which should be 
returned from the Stamp Office as against the costs, 
His Lordship said he did not think that the will, if 
made, would be ofany use, as the money would be repaid 
to the party by whom it was originally paid. He would 
however order that the probate should not be given out 
of the registry without notice to the plaintiff. He wonld 
reserve the question of costs, as too important to be dis- 
posed of by any exparte statement.

My first itnpression was that we had struck 
a suikén rock, and that in two minutes we should be at 


had struck the eastern lowest point, and the bowsprit 
reached nearly half way over it. This was a temptation 
that could not be resisted, so over the bows ahd on to 
reef fled nearly all the Lastats, leaving the ship and 
passengers to their fate. By this time the ship was 
almost on her beatn-ends, arid to stand on deck was im- 
possible. The lamp in the saloon had been extinguished, 
and the water was surging over the table fully five feet 
deep on the lowest side. ere were ladies and children 
below, and some heartrending shrieks were heard, but: 
they Werte very few, for they behaved well. The first ob- 
ject was to rescue them from immediate death, and some 
brave fellows were soon below aiid first amongst them was i 
the surgeon of the vessel, Dr. Williams, whose gallant 
conduct frotn beginning to the end of our troubles all ac- 
knowledged and applauded. It would-be impossible to 
describe every incident of that scene, and if it were not 
it would occupy more time than I can afford, and more 
space than you can spare. It will be sufficient to say 
that, after the most gallant exertions, every soul was on 
deck, and ultimately landed in safety, but in a wretched 
condition, with no covering but the most scanty night 
clothes, and nearly all barefooted. This last caused the 

test suffering, for the reef was coverecd, for some dis- 
tance from the landing place, with coral and sharp- 
pointed shells that cut the feet at every step, and caused 
such agony that some ladies attempted to crawl upon their 
knees, and were frequently compelled, when the feet 
happened to be placed upon a shell sharper and longer 
than usual, to fall upon ti:eir hands, and the résult was 
that the hands and feet of nearly all were cut, and bleed- 
ing in every direction before the comparatively smooth 
and higher part of the rock was reached. It was broad 
daylight before all were landed, and those who came iast 
suffered least, for sails had been spread for them to land 
upon. I have passed over the difficulty of launching 
the boats, but when it is remembered that the crew 
had fled, and that the ship’s deck lay at about an 
angle of sixty degrees, with the weather boats resting 
on her side, instead of hanging by the “ davits,” it will 
not be difficult to imagine the magnitude of the task 
which devolved upon the passengers and Europearis 
belonging to theship. The lee boats were already in 
the water, aud had only to be cut away, and even that 
could not be done before one was forced under water 
by the “ davits” and rendered for the time at least, 
useless. Of seven boats belonging to the vessel we 
saved five. I will now return to the reef and see what 
is being done. Before the sun was high enough to make 
the heat disagreeable or dangerous, sails and awnings 
had been brought on shore, and the bare rock soon 
showed signs of an encampment. The reef was low all 
round at the water’s edge, and for about fifty yards 
back ; it then rose perpendicularly, and in some 
places even projected to a height of from ten to 
fifteen feet or more. This formed a back wall and when a 
sail was made fast to the rocks above, and supported 
upon a few spars below, a very tolerable tent was formed, 
and shelter was never more necessary, for we were in 
the hottest part of the Red Sea, and in the hottest sea- 
son. We had good reason to, and I hope we are grate- 
ful to Providence for our extraordinary escape, for had

‘me more like hysteria than anything else, lasting from 
four to six hours. It occurred every fortnight for some 
months. In 1856 I was disbanded and returned. I had 
‘an attack on my way home which lasted about three 
hours. On my return to England I first lived in How- 
ard-street, Strand: I was at my uncle James’s in 1856, 
for ten days. I afterwards went to Boulogne, where my 
mother was residing. I remained there for three months. 
On my return I went to lodge with Mrs. Clarke, an old 
servant of my father’s near Park-street, Grosvenor 
square. Whilst there I became acquainted with Mr. 
Hemsworth. In Feb., 1857, I applied for an account. The 
defendant is Colonel Fletcher. I don’t know if he is a 
partner. I wrote to.my uncle James. I had not re- 
ceived a farthing of my father’s property. No an- 
swer was given to my application by letter. Afterwards 
Mr. Hemsworth, on my authority, applied to my 
father’s executors about it, and I ultimately got an 
account from the executors. The account produced is 
signed by the members of the firm of Alexander Fletcher, 
and Co. It commenced March, 1858, and ended March, 
1859, stating his capital at 35,000/., and balance of 
account, 9,000/. and odd. ‘The balance was teduced in 
1849 and 1850, when there ni a suspension on the 
debtor side, and ultimately the deceased was made in- 
debted‘to the firm in upwards of 117,000/. _ After this, 
in July,"1857, my uncle James allowed 30s. a week, 
which continued till I was arrested for debt in Sep- 
tember, and went to Whitecross-street prison. Just 
previous to my atrest I went to my uncle’s and 
drew & cheque for the amount. When in prison; my 
allowahce was stopped. Whilst there an old college 
friend, Mr. Coker Adams, called upon me.

Mr. Adams called upon my uncle James, who 
then renewed the allowance of 30s. a week, in 
December, 1858. I was then discharged. I owed 
about £200.

Tue Moors.—The Banffshire Journal says—We have 
various reports from the moors, which unite in stating 
that the severe and long-continued drought was in some 
respects rather against the young birds, yet it has, on 
the other hand, rapidly developed. their strength, and in 
consequence they are now further advanced than usual 
at this period. On some moors there are as mauy as 
seven and ten in the brood.

Owing 
to the numerous reservoirs and ponds scattered over the 
hills, they have not suffered in the slightest degree from 
the drought.

Tue Karrre Azzyat Batpoe.—This important mal- 
leable iron girder-beam bridge across the river Nile, on 
the Egyptian Railway near to Alexandria, was opened 


t o the public on the 25th of last month by the Pasha of 


Egypt. ‘The structure is nearly 1,400 feet long, and 
spanned by the swing beam. ‘The centre of the swing 
rests upon a foundation-pier, composed of six pillars of 
10 feet diameter each, and the remaining 11 foundation- 
iers are of two pillars, each 10 feet dinmeter.. 
hese 28 foundation-pillars were sunk by compres- 
sed air, on Mr. John Hughes’s principle, to an average 
depth of nearly 60 feet below the bed of the river, and to 
85 feet below High Nile; the internal pressure in the 
caissons while sinking ranging from 201b. up to 34!b. om 
the square inch, in accordance with the depth in the 
ground and height of the Nile. 
sinking these 28 caissons was less than 12 months, and 
the aggregate length of that portion of them sank below 
the of the river exceeded 1,500 feet. The extreme 
width of the bridge is 42 feet, comprising a single line of 
rail in the centre, and a camel track on each side. The 
works have been in hand about two years and a half, 
and have been expedited by at least 16 or 17 months.— 
Builder. 


Gazette says—M. Auguste Mariette, a learned French 
archeologist, is stated by the Gazette des Beaux-Arts, 
to have recently discovered at Abydos, two colossal 
statues of the twelfth dynasty, and four long hierogly- 
phic inscriptions belonging to an anterior dynasty. He 
has also in the course of his Egyptian researches come 
upon a royal tomb previously unmolested, which con- 
tains the body of a Queen. Upon the mummy case 
are engraved two columns of hieroglyphic inscriptions, 
containing the legend of the royal occupant.
